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This is the case involving the murder of 
Martin Luther King in Memphis, Tennessee, in April, 1968 
James Earl Ray had pleaded guilty in State Court,

i The information related by Schoenman was the 

same information furnished to this Bureau in^l971 by Watson. 
During a subsequent interview, Watson hhd repealed that 
the information furnished by him was fabricated. The 
information furnished by Watson and the resu&s of the 
interview were furnished to the Civil Rights Division in 

Schoenman and Gregory were advised that this 
had received this information previously and that the 
information had also been furnished to the Civil Rights 
Division. ** JUL 
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Schoenman indicated that he planned to prepare 
a report of his findings and would send copies to the Civil 
Rights Division and to the FBI. The meeting was then 
terminated.
